Seminary  Extension  Dept.  Opens 


Southern,  Southwestern,  and  New  Or- 
leins  seminaries  have  opened  their  joint 
Extension  Department  in  Jackson,  with 
Lee  Gallman,  as  director.  Mr.  Gallman 
was  formerly  the  pastor  of  the  Second 
Church,*  Montgomery,  Alabama,  and 
Promotional  Secretary  of  the  Mobile 
Baptist  Association.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Howard  College  and  Southwestern  Semi¬ 
nary  and  is  completing  his  graduate 
work  in  New  Orleans. 

Two  series  of  correspondence  studies 
have  been  set  up,  one  designed  for  the 
Educational  worker  in  the  church,  and 
another  designed  for  the  minister. 

The  Extension  Department  expects 
its  services  to  be  beneficial  to  six 
groups:  The  non-college,  non-seminary 
man  who  has  felt  the  call  of  God  to  the 
ministry  and  who  does  not  find  it  prac¬ 
tical  to  break  relationship  to  attend  col¬ 
lege  or  seminary;  the  college  graduate 
who  is  not  presently  in  position  to  at¬ 


tend  a  seminary;  men  in  service  who 
sense  the  call  to  the  ministry  and  arp 
interested  in  preparation;  seminary 
graduates  who  want  a  plan  of  study  to 
keep  them  up  to  date  in  various  fields; 
church  leadership  who  may  desire  help 
in  a  particular  area  such  as  dramatics, 
elementary  work,  etc.;  and  vocational 
workers  in  the  church  such  as  secre¬ 
taries,  educational  directors,  music 
leadership,  associate  pastors,  field  mis¬ 
sionaries,  etc. 

An  extension  department  has  existed 
at  Southwestern  and  New  Orleans  for 
many  years,  but  the  demands  of  the 
work  were  greater  than  each  school 
could  separately  meet.  Thus  the  Inter- 
Seminary  Council  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist  Seminaries  decided  upon  the  Ex¬ 
tension  Department.  The  control  and  di¬ 
rection  of  the  Seminary  Extension  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  commission,  which

"In  Israel  the  pressure  if  put  on  by 
the  Orthodox  Jews.  .They  are  in  the 
minority,  but  they  have  great  influence,” 
he  continued.  "It  has  taken  us  about  aix 
months  to  get  a  visa  for  an  agricultural 
missionary.” 

An  Arab  Christian  in  the  old  city  of 
Jerusalem,  compared  the  Arab  Chris¬ 
tian  to  a  man  “between  a  door  and  the 
wall.”

To  Yugoslavia 

A  square  yard  of  ordinary  cloth  costa 
more  in  Yugoslavia  than  a  man  calf 
earn  there  in  a  month,  Dr.  George  W. 
Sadler, 9 secretary  for  Africa,  Europe, 
and  the  Near  East  for  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Foreign  Mission  Board,  has  just 
been  told.  His  information  came  in  a 
letter  from  Dr.  W.  O.  Lewi*,  associate 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance. 
A  man  would  have  to  work  a  year  to 
get  enough  money  to  buy  a  new  suit  of 
clothes.  Even  then  the  quality  of  ma¬ 
terial  would  be  very  poor. 

On  a  recent  trip  to  Yugoslavia,  Dr. 
Lowi*  found  distress  on  ovory  hood. 
Thor*  wo*  very  little  rain  in  many^dia- 
tricts  la*t  year,  and  thi*  year  there 
ha*  been  tee  much  rein.  '  Baptist  leader* 
•ay  that  many  of  the  member*  of  their 
church#*  do  net  hove  enough  to  eet," 
he  write*.  "In  many  ce*e*  food  and 
clothing  cannot  be  bought,  for  *uch 
thing*  are  unobtainable.  And  sometime* 
It  i«  impossible  to  get  ration  coupon# 
for  certain  thing*."

Call,  of  Nashville,  wa*  elected  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  to  the  presidency  ef 
the  Seminary,  a  post  left  vacant  by  the 
death  last  October  of  Dr.  EUie  A.  Fuller. 

Executive  secretary  of  the  Souther* 
Baptist  Convention  Executive  Committee 
since  May.  1946.  Dr.  McCall,  at  36,  to 
the  youngest  man  ever  to  be  elected  to 
the  Southern  Seminary  presidency. 

A  native  of  Mississippi,  Dr.  McCall  to 
the  son  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  John  W.  Mc¬ 
Call,  now  of  Memphis.  He  received 
the  Th  M.  and  Ph  D.  degree*  from  South¬ 
ern  Seminary.  Bayor  University  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  the  LL.D.  degree,  and 
Furman  University,  the  D.D. 

Despite  hi*  youth.  Dr.  McCall  ha*  al¬ 
ready  had  a  unique  career  of  service 
to  his  denomination.  At  the  age  of  25 
he  became  pastor  of  Louisville’s  historic 
Broadway  Church,  filling  the  place  with 
distinction  until  his  election,  three  year* 
later,  to  the  presidency  of  New  Orleans 
Seminary.  In  1946,  at  the  age  of  31, 
he  left  New  Orleans  to  become  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  secretary  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion..  Since  he  has  been  in  this  position 
his  office  has  been  a  clearing  house  for 
$10,000,000  annually  for  Southern  Baptist 
enterprises. 

The  new  Seminary  president  traveled 
to  35  foreign  countries,  having  toured 
Europe  following  the  meetings  of  the 
Baptist  World  Congress  and  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance  Executive  Committee  In 
1*47  and  1948.  respectively.  Early  to 
1*48  he  visited  the  Canal  Zone  and  parts 
of  South  America.  In  1950  he  flew  around 
the  world,  visiting  five  continents  ss 
part  of  a  survey  for  the  reassignment 
of  mission  field*  because  of  Communist 
aggression.

Therefore,  in  the  next  few  issues  ( 
of  The  Baptist  Record  see  plan  to  j 
jive  the  views  of  some  of  our 
fellow  editors  concerning  the  re- 
cent  meeting  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  in  San  Francisco. 

Here  is  what  Editor  Mvers  (Mis- 
sissippian)  said: 

Tense  moments  highlight  every 
convention.  San  Francisco  was  not 
an  exception.  One  was  the  election 
of  officers.  Still  another  was  the 
appearance  of  the  racial  groups. 

Among  the  first  of  the  reports 
was  one  concerning  the  relation 
of  Baptists  with  other  Christian 
bodies.  Such  a  report  always  in¬ 
spires  intense  alertness.  Baptists 
have  stood  almost  alone  but  not 
aloof.  We  are  interested  in  what 
others  are  doing  but  we  have 
steadfastly  refused  to  join  any  of 
the  alliances  calculated  to  com¬ 
promise  our  doctrinal  purity. 
Every  pronouncement  carries  for 
us,  therefore,  the  keenest  attention. 

A  committee  from  the  ranks  of  the 
denomination  reaffirms  our  posi¬ 
tion  from  year  lo  year.  Much  study 
i>  given  to  the  report  and  there 
is  always  a  freshness  about  H. 

A  resolution  relating  to  mixed 
marriages — Baptists  with  Catho¬ 
lics- brought  an  immediate  re¬ 
quest  for  action.  The  usual  pro¬ 
cedure  is  to  send  all  resolutions 
to  a  special  committee,  after  a 
first  reading  from  the  floor. 

This  action  was  still  followed 
hut  the  committee,  sensing  the 
mind  of  the  messengers,  called  a 
meeting  and  was  able  to  bring 
the  resolution  to  the  floor  within 
•  nutter  of  hours. 

The  point  where  the  words  were 
•harpest,  the  attitude  most  tense, 
Wa*  on  the  introduction  of  a  policy 
•tale men!  calling  for  no  more  fan- 
mail  appeals  for  funds  on  behalf 
«f  Southern  Baptist  agencies,  com¬ 
missions,  institutions,  etc.  The  Ra- 
d'o  Commission,  most  guilty,  was 
thf  f,rs»  »o  react  Although  the 
commission  has  made  its  appeals 
,v  lr,oil  and  radio  and  under  a 
JJ****1  dispensation,  her  actions 
..ve  *"'Pn  condemned  in  all  areas. 

Her  slurp  debate,  it  was  felt  best 


however,  to  send  this  statement 
back  into  channels  for  a  year’s 
study.  The  general  twitter  about 
convention  halls  indicated  that 
few  expected  that  anything  would 
come  of  this  effort  to  protect  the 
cooperative  work  against  fancy 
appeals,  rt  cetera. 

The  driving  message  of  Billy 
Graham  highlighted  a  day,  provid¬ 
ing  one  of  the  highest  moments 
of  intensity.  Easily  13,000  people 
found  sitting  and  standing  room. 
The  message,  courageously  reflec¬ 
tive,  spiritually  dynamic,  and  ora¬ 
torical  Iv  superb  was  in  no  sense  dis¬ 
appointing.  This  hour  was  largely 
duplicated  on  Saturday  night  when 
the  Southern  Baptist  Youth  had 
sway.  Howard  Butt,  Texas,  was 
the  chief  speaker  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.' 
Roy  Rogers  of  Hollywood  gave 
personal  testimonies  and  rendered 
several  selections  of  music.

We  Are  A 

BAPTIST  BODY  OF  BEARERS 


(1)  We  are  to  be  burden  bear¬ 
ers.  We  must  bear  our  own  bur¬ 
dens  and  the  burdens  of  others — - 
in  a  world  where  backs  are  bent 
under  lieavy  loads  and  hearts  with 
sorrows  are  heavy.  When  many 
faint  and  are  as  Issachar  “couch¬ 
ing  down  between  two  burdens 
(Gen.  49:14).  Many  are  burdened 
as  heavily  as  those  Moses  saw 
when  “he  went  out  to  his  brethren 
and  looked  on  their  burdens”  (Ex. 
2:11).  So  many  in  this  tabernacle 
groan,  bearing  loads  heavy  as 
grindstones.  Burdens  we  must  bear 
for  ourselves — and  not  edge  them 
ofT  on  slioulders  seen  and  unseen, 
on  shoulders  seen  and  unseen. 


“Every  man  shall  bear  bis  own 
burden”  (GaL  #5).  There  is  the 
individuality  o  f  responsibility. 
Never  shirking  our  personal  bur¬ 
dens,  we  must  help  others  with 
their  burdens  even  as  Isaac  car¬ 
ried  the  wood  of  the  burnt  offer¬ 
ing  for  Abraham  (Gen.  22:6). 
even  as  Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  took 
upon  hjp  shoulders  the  cross, 
“That  he  might  bear  it  after 
Jesus”  (Luke  23:26).  We  must 
take  our  fair  share  of  burdens  of 
tired  and  hungry  bodies,  burdens 
of  sore  hearts,  burdens  of  public 
life,  burdens  carried  on  wearied 
minds,  church  burdens,  material 
burdens,  burdens  of  old  age,  bur¬ 
dens  of  all  sorts.  “Bear  ye  one  an¬ 
other’s  burdens  and  so  fulfill  the 
law  of  Christ”  (GaL  6:2). 

Balancing  the  burden  of  self  by 
the  burden  of  somebody  else,  we 
find  the  double  burden  easier— 
just  as  Jesus  lifted  the  burden  off 
the  woman  of  Sychar  and  light 
ened  h*  own  burden  of  weariness 
and  hunger — so  that  when  the  di- 
ciples  came  back  they  tliought 
somebody  had  given  him  food. 
Bearing  our  burdens  and  help¬ 
ing  others  with  their  burdens,  we 
learn  to  cast  all  burdens  upon  tlie 
Lord  who  can  bear  them  as  easi¬ 
ly  as  the  Pacific  bears  a  bubble 
or  Mount  Blanc  a  snowflake. 

(2)  We  are  ta  bear  the  life  of 
Jesus  in  our  bodies. 

“We  are  troubled  on  every  side, 
yet  not  distressed;  we  are  per¬ 
plexed,  but  not  in  despair;  perse¬ 
cuted,  but  not  forsaken;  cast 
down,  bat  not  destroyed;  alwsys 
bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dy¬ 
ing  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life 
ak>s  of  Jesus  might  be  made  mani¬ 
fest  in  our  body.  For  we  which 
live  are  always  delivered  unto 
death  for  Jesus’  soke,  that  the  life 
also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  mani¬ 
fest  in  our  body”  (II  Cor.  4:6-11). 

We  must  show  farth  In  our 
bodies  the  life  of  him  who  dis¬ 
pells  the  world’s  despair,  breaks 
the  world’s  fetters,  se4s  slaves  at 
liberty,  lifts  emrmm.  We  moat 
wkow  the  world  that  Christ  who 

men  in  Galilee  atill  becomes  flesh 
and  dwells  among  men.  This  Paul 


of  Jesaa  might  be  made  mantfe* 
ia  our  mortal  bodies.”  This  shows 
we  can  be  channels  through  which 
the  divine  shall  become  artacataie. 
This  shows  that  Jesus  makes  men’s 
lives  luminous  within  that  they 
may  become  illuminating  without. 
We  must  believe  and  teach  our 
Baptist  people  that  the  worst  in¬ 
fidelity  is  an  unChristlike  life. 
Clement  Wood  was  the  author  of 
the  famous  “The  Glory  Road"  and 
strangely  enough,  president  of  tho 
American  Association  for  the  Ad¬ 
vancement  of  Atheism.  You  say 
“Horrible'.  Who  could  bekmg  to 
an  association  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  atheism?”  We  could  be¬ 
cause  atheism  ia  not  advanced  by 
argument  and  contention.  Same- 
body  declared  that  a  real  atheist 
it  as  rare  an  animal  aa  the  panda 
—and  ought  to  be  in  a  aoological 
park.  But  a  strong  association  for 
the  advancement  of  atheism  and 
all  isms  that  should  become  waama 
is  composed  of  church  members, 
believers  in  God,  who  live  Hke  the 
nnregenerate.  who  do  not  maka 
God  a  cake  first,  who  live  selfish¬ 
ly.  These  make  a  tremendous  con¬ 
tribution  lo  practical  atheism. 

(3)  We  are  to  bear  the  good 
news  sf  Christ  bearing  our  sin*. 

“So  Christ  was  offered  once  tn 
bear  the  sins  of  many”  (lleb. 
9:29).  “He  sliall  bear  their  iniqui¬ 
ties”  (Isaiah  53:11).  “Christ  .  .  . 
bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on 
the  tree”  (I  Prter  2:23-24). 

I^et  us  bear  the  good  news  that 
no  problems  of  the  age  baffln 
Christ,  no  perplexities  appall  bin 
heart,  no  sins  exhaust  his  merry, 
no  powers  surjiass  his  power,  no 
gutter  depths  are  beyond  hi*  reacts.

Dear  Mr.  McMillan: 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr  William  N. 
McCloud,  Clerk  of  the  House  District 
Committee,  I  am  writing  you  concerning 
the  pending  proposal  to  appropriate 
large  sums  of  the  people's  money  raised 
by  taxes  throughout  the  United  States 
for  certain  sectarian  hospitals  in  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

I  beg  to  say  that  Baptists  have  almost 
uniformly  declined  any  tax  monies  for 
*ieir  hospitals.  I  represent  in  this  com¬ 
mittee  more  than  sixteen  million  adult 
Baptist  church  members.  If  all  belong- 
htg  to  Baptists  families  -and  those  who 
hold  with  us  were  counted,  our  commun¬ 
ity  in  the  United  States  would  exceed 
twice  that  number.  In  declining  govern¬ 
ment  aid  to  denominational  hospitals 
they  are  acting  on  the  two  recent  Su¬ 
preme  Court  decisions:  one  in  the  Ever- 
•on  Case;  and  the  other,  repeated  In 
the  McCollum  Case.  In  which  the  court 
says  that,  "Ne  tax  in  any  amount,  large 
ur  small,  can  be  levied  t«  support  any 
religious  activities  dr  institutions,  what¬ 
ever  they  may  he  called,  or  whatever 
form  they  may  adopt  to  teach  or  practice 
religion.'  “

The  July  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
doo  Board  heard  briefly  of  Southern 
Baptist  progress  in  the  Hawaiian  Is¬ 
lands  from  its  executive  secretary.  Dr. 
K  Theron  Rankin,  who  has  just  returned 
from  a  business  trip  to  that  mission  field. 

Dr.  Rankin  reported,  “Each  time  I  go 
I  am  impressed  anew,  with  the  rapid 
growth  and  the  tremendous  results  of 
the  undertaking  in  these  islands.  Any- 
aae  going  to  the  islands  today  will  have 
great  difficulty  in  realizing  that  Southern 
Biptist  work  there  is  only  11  years  old. 
la  Honolulu  we  now  have  three  well 
organised  churches,  two  of  which  have 
attractive  church  buildings  and  the  third 
which  expects  to  occupy  its  new  sanc¬ 
tuary  and  educational  building  on  No¬ 
vember  1. 

"The  Wahiawa  Church,  about  20  miles 
set  *f  Honolulu,  recently  completed  its 
sew  building  Church  buildings  and  edu¬ 
cational  plants  are  being  erected  on  the 
other  islands.  A  building  is  already  un¬ 
der  construction  on  the  island  of  Maui, 
snd  a  second  is  soon  to  be  begun  in  the 
ety  of  Hilo  on  the  ‘big’  island  of  Hawaii. 

“The  Hawaii  Baptist  Convention  is 
developing  a  consciousness  of  its  own 
responsibility.  The  planning  of  our  mis¬ 
sionaries  is  directed  toward  the  con¬ 
vention’s  altjmately  assuming  all  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  direction  of  Baptist  work 
fa  the  Hawaiian  Islands.

Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  secretary  for 
Europe,  Africa,  and  the  Near  East,  who 
left  Richmond  late  in  May  to  transact 
mission  business  in  England,  France, 
Italy,  Switzerland,  Spain,  Lebanon,  Jor¬ 
dan,  and  Israel,  is  now  on  his  way  home 
by  boat.  He  will  arrive  in  Richmond 
‘  July  19. 

Latin  America 

Baptist  churches  in  Latin  America  are 
now  in  the  midst  of  their  annual  mission 
and  convention  meetings,  Dr.  Everett 
Gill,  Jr.,  secretary  for  that  area,  reports. 
The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from 
a  letter  from  Miss  Frances  E.  Roberts, 
missionary  to  Paraguay; 

“The  43rd  annual  session  of  the  Ar¬ 
gentine  Paraguayan  Baptist  Convention 
was  one  of  the  best.  There  were  319 
messengers  from  more  than  100 
churches.  At  least  four  language  groups 
were  represented;  Spanish,  German, 
Slavic,  and  Guarani  (five  counting  the 
language  spoken  by  the  Indians).  The 
day  preceding  the  convention  was  given 
over  to  a  one-day  spiritual  conference 
of  short  messages,  personal  testimonies, 
seasons  of  prayer,  and  singing. 

“The  convention  voted  to  begin  mis¬ 
sion  work  in  Tierra  del  Fuego.  This  year 
is  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  death 
of  the  first  evangelical  missionary  to 
that  island,  and  there  has  been  no  evan¬ 
gelical  work  there  since  1916.  A  strong 
evangelistic  spirit  was  manifest^.  Si- 
multaneous  revivals  are  planned  ror  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.” 

Mrs.  Vivian  Hickersoo,  wife  of  the 
late  Dr.  Julius  R.  Hickerson,  who  was 
killed  in  a  plane  crash,  writes  concern¬ 
ing  the  Central  Baptist  Church,  Carta¬ 
gena,  Colombia:  “There  have  been  fifty 
professions  here  in  the  last  three  months 
and  the  work  continues  to  go  well.” 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  overseas  mis¬ 
sion  program.  Brazil  leads  all  the  world 
in  baptisms  and  self-supporting  churches, 
according  to  Dr.  Gill. 

There  are  137  Baptist  churches  in  Ar¬ 
gentina  with  a  total  of  8,995  members. 
The  latest  census  reports  17,180,000  as 
the.  population  of  the  Argentine  Repub¬ 
lic,  writes  Missionary  Nella  Dean  Whit¬ 
ten. 

In  1950  the  Baptist  Publishing  House, 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  printed  27,000 
volumes  of  11  books,  21,800  folders,  1,- 
390,000  tracts,  5,100  calendars,  and  44,- 
920  cards  of  various  kinds.  In  addition 
to  these  publications,  the  Board  pub¬ 
lished  2,100  copies  of  Expositor  Bautista, 
the  40-page  official  organ  of  the  conven¬ 
tion;  9,000  copies  of  Sondat  do  Lux,  wee- 
ly  Sunday  School  paper,  as  well  as  sev¬ 
eral  others. 

The  Orient 

Missionary  Olive  Lawton  writes  from 
Taiwan:  “In  mission  fields  all  over  the 
world  I’ve  seen  and  read  of  open  doors 
lor  the  gospel;  but  I  have  never  seen 
a  readier  response  to  the  preaching  of 
the  Word  than  I  see  in  Taiwan  today. 
Nor  have  I  ever  met  so  many  people 
hungry  for  the  truth.  Suffering  and  war 
have  plowed  deeply  in  this  generation  of 
Chinese.  Taiwan  is  full  of  China’s  edu¬ 
cated  young  men  far  from  home  with 
msuallar  no  means  of  contact  with  loved
